THE AGENT IN THE SOUTH 
CONTRASTED WITH THE NORTH 


Conditions in Dixie Graphically Described. 


Many Newspaper Men Attracted into the Show Business—An 
Example of Originality and Alertness in the Preparation of 
Copy—-The South’s Increasing Favor Among Showmen.

features and one of its greatest ones. 

It would astonish some to know the large 
number of newspaper men who every season 
leave the newspaper oflices of the country to 
east their lot with the press agents. And it 
is still more astonishing, the number that fail. 

An agent with newspaper experience has a 
much better chance than one without; it is 
the foundation of the successful agent. The 
agent that can make himself particularly at 
home in the office, size up his man, and make 
his man feel fraternally towards him, will win. 
The ‘‘same line of talk,’’ as some agents call it, 
that will go in the north, won’t go in the 
south. An agent must suit himself to local 
conditions, and must write his story with those 
conditions in his mind. 

The great trouble with agents without news- 
paper experience is, they can not write, and 
their ‘‘copy’’ is crude. I think that I can 
speak intelligently on this subject as I have 
been on the dramatic desks of several papers, 
both in the north and south, before branching 
into the theatrical field, and no doubt many 
managers wish I had remained on the dramatic 
desk, but that is neither here nor there. 

Many good newspaper men fail as press 
agents because of the fact that they do not 
know a press story when they see one, and 
after getting the story they do not know how 
to write it. They can pick up a news story 
and write it, but it takes some time for them 
to realize the difference between the theat- 
rical press story and a news story. There is a 
certain atmosphere about ‘a real press story 
that most newspaper men can not absorb them- 
selves, and can not put into a story. The 
writer had this fact impressed upon him by 
an incident that occurred last season. Two 
agents were in the same town on the same 
day. One was a newspaper man, and it was 
his first season out, the other was a news- 
paper man and an experienced press agent. 
For convenience, we will call the first agent 
Mr. Blank and the second, Mr. Agent. 

Mr. Blank ran across an incident that had in 


it the material for a good press story, and 
shoved it into the city desk of the morning 
paper. Next morning he noticed that it lad 
been cut down to a few lines. He asks Mr. 
Agent the reason of this, and was kicking 
because the city man did not know a_ good 
story when he saw one. Mr. Agent was sev 


eral years his senior, and to help him along he 
gave him a great deal of advice, which is 
condensed below. Mr. Agent told him that

Margaret Neville, whose likeness forms the 


frontispiece in this week's issue, is of Jewish 
extraction. Her mother, Sara Neville. who was 


born in London, Eng., became a celebrity in 
this country as an orator and lecturer, and 
gained, besides. high prominence as an actress. 


She died prematurely, in the later 90’s, in the 
very height of her intellectual activities. 

Many of her unusual gifts have descended to 
her brilliant daughter, Margaret. ‘Though not 
of such versatile talent as her mother, Miss 
Neville has a more pronounced ability in the 
histrionie field. When only five years old she 
made her debut in a child’s role, at the old 
Standard Theatre, New York. Since that time 
she has been connected almost continuously with 
the stage, her education being carefully attended 
to by her accomplished mother. 

With the Odette Tyler-R. D. McLean company, 
which toured the country several years ago in 
Shakespearean plays and English classic com- 
edy, Miss Neville created great interest by her 
artistic and forceful presentment of several im- 
portant characters. In the South especially her 
work was viewed and accepted with enthusiasm, 
as it clearly stamped her as possessed of genu- 
ine talent, being still a girl who had a number 
f years to pass before getting out of her teens. 

Later. Miss Neville starred in Camille, Du 
Rarry, Carmen, Salome (a play of Southern life 
written by herself), and as Nancy Sykes in 
Oliver Twist. In all of these she won golden 
opinions from well-known critics and a wide 
cirele of intelligent theatregoers. 

Criticising Miss Neville’s presentment of 
Prince Arthur in King John, at the old Macauley 
Theatre, Henry Watterson, of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, of September 11, 1901, wrote: 

“They looked at the program, the old-timer 
had never heard that name before, and he 
waited. He waited for that scene when Hubert 
is about to put Prince Arthur's eyes out. The 
great scene came, and the slender, well formed 
girl, with the great eyes and sensitive mouth, 
rose to it. With a tone never too loud, never 
a gesture out of place, with never anything 
that would suggest aught but the _ horror- 
stricken, piteous, pleading boy, she so gave that 
scene that at the close the people rose to cheer 
her. 

“It was worth missing a dozen shows to see 
that hit. Rarely since that rainy night when 
Julia Arthur made her first appearance at Mac- 
auley’s has a young, unknown actress appeared 
who, tn personality, charm aud undoubted asbil- 
ity to act, showed herself the equal of Miss 
Neville, who played the rol@ of Prince Arthur 
last night. And this is not travagant praise."’

Mr. Blank had carried his old, conven- 
tional newspaper style into the press agent 
game, and it ‘‘won’t take.”” Mr. Agent did not, 
as the city desk man would say, ‘“‘wax elo- 
quent,” he told his story simply, and in a 
readable style. 

In his article, Mr. Winch has given some 
good advice to the prospective press agents, 
and if they heed it it will save them many 
hours of worry.

Those who are made pris- 
oners in the health resort, which is also a hotel, 
aside from those mentioned, are a dizzy widow, 
Mrs. Talcott, and her spoiled boy, Willie Tal- 
cott; Pietro, an organ grinder, who dons a dress

It is some relief to have a tangible plot 
that one is able to follow throughout, and while 
there are dull moments and dull lines there are 
numerous good situations and real wit injected 
into the dialogue.

There was some more dancing done by Frank 
Leon, a champion’ clog dancer, who had his 
numerous silver belts, cups, etc., well in evi- 
dence.

Four, veritable screamers, as well as clever 
musicians; they have an act which makes you 
langh whether you want to or not.

More power to 
him. 

And then came the big act of the bill, The

TO BE REBUILT 


Tilyou’s Funny Place to be Greater than Ever 


Who will be King of the Mardi-Gras? Phil Jolly Leads in 
Contest for Monarch of Fall Festival—Business is at High 
Tide in Luna Park—Notes of the Island’s Amusements.

HE excitement attending the recent 

Steeplechase Park fire has at last 

pretty well subsided, and conditions, 

business and otherwise, are again back 

around the normal stage. Since the 
destruction of Coney Island’s ‘‘funny place,’’ 
as Tilyou’s famous amusement resort was famil- 
jarly known, there has been much speculation 
as to whether or not the place will be rebuilt. 
The New York World has been agitating a pet 
scheme that it has been fostering for several 
years and which has for its purpose the con- 
version of the burned district into a public play- 
ground, to be owned and controlled by the city 
of Greater New York. 

It is hardly likely, however, that this plan 
will develop into anything tangible for Mr. Til- 
you and his neighboring business friends are 
pretty certain to replace their burned structures 
with new and more substantial buildings that 
will be completed and ready for operation by 
the opening time of the season of 1908, 

In fact, steps toward that end have already 
been taken by the owners and lessees of the 
devastated property. Temporary structures are 
springing up, like the proverbial mushroom, to 
finish out the remainder of this season, and next 
spring the visitor to this world’s famous old 
playground will surely see a new Coney, that 
promises to be greater and grander than ever. 

George Tilyou has made the positive statement 
that a new and more magnificent Steeplechase 
will blossom forth on the site of his burned 
park, and those who are familiar with the for- 
mer’s enterprising way of doing things have 
reason to believe that the proposed new Tilyou 
park will very likely eclipse everything down 
here for magnificence of construction and elab- 
orateness of detail. 

Undaunted by his severe loss, Mr. Tilyou has 
already commenced the important work of clear- 
ing away the great mass of debris from the 
burned ruins, and a new human roulette wheel 
and other similar amusement devices are being 
constructed and placed in operation as rapidly 
as possible for the entertainment of pleasure 
seekers who visit the old park for souvenirs and 
relics of the memorable blaze of July 28. 


NOW FOR MARDI GRAS 


Now that the public mind has had a chance 
to cool off after the excitement caused by the 
big Steeplechase fire, the thoughts of the aver- 
age Coney Islander naturally turn to the ap- 
proaching Mardi Gras, that is scheduled to open 
here on September 16, and run for five consec- 
utive days and evenings. 

A most important question is to be decided 

- within the next few weeks, and there is no lit- 
tle speculation as to what the answer will be. 

As in former years, there must be chosen a 
Carnival King, whose duty it shall be to preside 
over the great fall festival which is to bring 
the season of 1907 to a fitting conclusion. Al- 
ready the evening edition of the New York 
World has again inaugurated a voting contest 
to decide who shall be crowned King of the 
Carnival. This very important personage will 
be the man who secures the most coupons, which 
must be cut from the daily evening edition of 
the paper. 

Herman Raub, of the Consumers’ Brewing 
Company, reigned over the Kingdom of Coney 
for the last two years, and it is understood 
that he will not again be a contestant. The 
names of several candidates have been men- 
tioned this year, prominently among whom are 
the popular and jolly Phil Jolly, of Stratton’s 
Hotel; Fernand Akoun, of the Sea Beach Rink; 
John Econopouly, of the Brooklyn House, on the 
Bowery, and William A. Ellis, the well-known 
Dreamland showman. Jolly came within an 
ace of being selected for Carnival King last 
season, and already he has started off with a 
commanding lead that speaks volumes for the 
success of his candidacy. He certainly has a 
host of friends among the Dreamland shows, 
as well as on Surf avenue, and if he is not the 
next Carnival monarch I will be a very much 
surprised individual. 

It is almost anybody’s race at this time, 
however, and the boys over in Luna Park de 
clare that they have e candidate that will be 
right up among the leaders when the votes are 
counted. I wonder if this person can be Man- 
ager Fred McClellan. The latter enjoys a lot 
of ‘well deserved popularity and would cer- 
tainly make an ideal carnival crowned head. It 
is hardly likely that the genial ‘*Mac’’ could 
be induced to reign, however, for his presence 
in the Luna Park administration office is too 
necessary to admit him to take much of a part 
in the Mardi Gras celebration. ‘ 

Others who have been spoken of as Carnival 
King candidates are Charles L. Feltman, Burt 
G. Lewis and Elias P. Clayton. It is certain 
that there will be no dearth of aspiring kings, 
and it is quite possible that some dark horse 
may come along in the stretch with a rush and 
carry off the honors. 

The finance committee reports that subscrip- 
tions are coming in more freely than in any 
former year, and it is believed that there will 
be no lack of funds to make the festival a 
rousing success. 

The program of events for the carnival week 
has not been definitely decided upon as yet, 
but I will very likely be able to outline the 
plans of the arrangement committee in these 
columns next week.

Ideal park weather continues to prevail at Co- 
ney, and as a result there is an evidence of 
prosperity on every hand. Nowhere is this 
more noticeable than in Fred Thompson’s

The device is housed by a structure 50 feet 
high and 125 feet deep. It consists of a long 
slide with two heavy swells over which the 
patrons glide with a thrilling rush. They sit 
on a rug or a tobboggan and a slight start at 
the top gives enough momentum to bring them 
to the first fall. It is taken gracefully but very 
swiftly and on the second drop the riders get 
a slide that is filled with thrills. The pace in 
creases every inch until the bottom is reached, 
where a rise in the floor brings them to a grad 
ual stop. The device is simplicity itself and 
there is no possibility of accident. 

Pittsburgers have taken to it with a rush and 
seem to be satisfied with the novelty. While 
nothing on the order of the coaster had ever 
been tried previously about the Smoky City, the 
new attraction enjoyed good patronage from the 
first and during the season has held its own 
against the many other amusements in the parks 
in that section.

After a six-day attempt at billing Saratoga 
Springs, one day spent perusing your delightful 
issue of same date—I believe I encountered more 
setbacks than I ever did before in any one 
town, and I've billed quite a few. 

I arrived here Monday with six bill trunks 
laden with joyous news for the natives of this 
glorious, splendid town. Mr. Sherlock, the 
obliging manager of the theatre, pointed out 
the “Bill Room’’ to me, and | proceeded to 
“lay out’’ enough of the big stands to cover 
Saratoga County. I was then informed that 
the town did not boast of a Lithographer (ex- 
cept Saturdays) so I hired a ‘‘titian-haired cor- 
her monument’’ to carry the paper. Every 
place I went, Sells-Forepaugh paper stared me 
in the face like a glaring dragon to a fright- 
ened child, and of the 400 sheets I started out 
with I carried 389 sheets back to the bill room—

The Rev. H. P. Klyver 
referred to stated in general terms 
from his pulpit that he advised a boy- 
cott of the Wallace Theatre, and in- 
cluded the police in his malicious at- 
tack upon the play, Sappho. 


It so chanced that after the adver- 
tising matter was on the press it was 
learned that it would be impossible 
to produce the play on account of the 
nondelivery of the manuscript. The 
management, acting in the interest of 
Mr. Bernard L. Wallace, whose duties 
as treasurer of the Hagenbéck-Wallace 
Shows keep him absent from Peru 
during the circus season, then issued 
a statement in reply both to the Rev. 
Klyver’s attack and its sanction by 
the Ministerial Association through 
the press. 


The ministers said: 


Having read the article that appeared in yes- 
terday’s papers concerning Dr. Klyver’s con- 
demnation Sunday morning from his pulpit 
of the play, Sappho, advertised to be given in 
the Theatre Wallace Monday evening, we the 
Ministerial Association wish to express our- 
selves as being in perfect accord with Dr. 
Klyver’s attitude toward the play. We have 
no reason to believe that Sappho, when given 
in Peru, would be any cleaner than when given 
in New York City, and we do know that it was 
prohibited by the police in New York City when 
being given there. 

We, as preachers of the gospel, claim the 
right to condemn whatever we believe to be 
injurious to our people. 

Concerning the management of the Wallace 


Theatre, we can only judge the present by the 
past, and we are credibly informed that plays 
of an immoral character and harmful influence 
have been given during the last year, such as 
The Black Crook, and others of its kind, which 
were played to audiences of men only. 

We consider that it is not only our right but 
our duty to encourage whatever is good and 
discourage whatever is bad, and we consider 
Sappho in the latter class. 

MINISTERIAL ASSOCIATION. 


The theatre management stated real 
facts, backed up by truth, as follows: 


The Wallace management, together with the 
police force of this city, suffered a most un- 
justifiable attack from the pulpit of the 
Baptist Church Sunday morning, Rev. Dr. Kly- 
ver making the statement that the police of New 
York and Chicago prohibited the play Sappho, 
but the police of Peru would not interfere with 
the production at the Wallace Theatre Monday 
night. If Dr. Klyver had wished to inform 
himself he would have found out Saturday that 
it was impossible to produce Sappho on account 
of the failure of the MSS. of the play to arrive, 
or if he had been sincere in his denunciation 
the courageous thing to have done would have 
been to state his objections privately to either 
the house or the company’s manager. Intelli- 
gent criticism is always welcomed by the Wal- 
lace management, but it keenly resents meddle- 
some interference which springs from the same 
motive as the original controversy over Sappho, 
which was nothing more nor less than skillful 
newspaper advance work, the sole object being 
to attract attention and create a sensation. 
Daudet’s book is one of the masterpieces of 
universal literature, and its dramatization 
teaches a far greater moral than a lifetime of 
sensational sermons. Sappho, as Mr. Rutledge 
has been directing its production for the past 
seven years, is as clean and pure as the better 
known dramas, East Lynne and Camille, and Dr. 
Klyver’s attack proceeded either from inexcusa- 
ble ignorance or personal malice. 

Olga Nethersole, an English emotional actress 
of international reputation, is responsible for 
the question raised over Sappho, as she inter- 
polated scenes which are not in the book nor 
in the original play, but to say that Sappho was 
prohibited in New York and Chicago is all 
wrong. Nethersole played Sappho in Chicago 
about six months ago, and shortly before she 
set sail for Paris to fill an engagement in 
Sarah Bernhardt’s theatre there, the New York 
courts completely exonerated her from. the 
charges filed earlier in the season. 

As a matter of historical accuracy, the only 
play ever prohibited in the United States, so 
for as the writer has knowledge, was Mrs. War- 
ren’s Profession, by George Bernard Shaw, in 
which Mary Shaw created the part of Mrs. War- 
ren. A year later Mrs. Warren's Profession 
ceased to attract except for its tremendous ar- 
raignment of social conditions, and a perform- 
ance of this play was given at a policeman’s 
benefit in New York, as a sort of atonement 
for the first prohibition. 


To foist an immoral play upon the audiences 
made up largely of ladies and children would be 
the acme of bad business judgment on the part 
of the Wallace management, which is hon- 
estly striving to make a success of a difficult 
undertaking, and Sappho will be produced at the 
earliest opportunity, if not by the present com- 
pany, by the first company that plays the theatre 
that is able to do the drama justice. 


The stories of circus opposition are 
often exaggerated. Just as the petty 
politician likes to lift himself into the 

limelight. of publicity 


Opposition by scheming to have 
Stories his name _ connected 
ixaggerated. with those of promi- 


nent party leaders and 
state-men, so do a few exploited pro- 
fessional men connected with the mi- 
nor tented attractions attempt to mag- 
nify their position and succes: and 
exaggerate the standing of their en- 
terprises by coupling the name: of 
their shows with those of the big ones, 
claiming to have had fierce battles or 
hot opposition when there is really 
nothing of this strenuous character in 
the contest. 

There have been several incidents 
this season, very amusing to those who 
know, where great opposition vic- 
tories have been claimed by little fel- 
lows who went in after the big ones’ 
advance had got away. 


ALLEN M’PHAIL DEAD. 


Allen Murray MePhail, the well-known circus 
agent, died in Chicago, August 2. The remains 
were shipped to Petersburg, W. Va., and buried 
there. 

On February 26, 1906, McPhail, then general 
railroad contractor of the Hagenbeck Shows, 
while attending a theatrical performance in 
Pittsburg, suddenly became blind. Thinking it 
was but a freak of his imagination, he lighted 
a match and held the flame before his eyes. 
Ilis act attracted the attention of the audience 
and the players on the stage, and when an 
usher went to his aid it was found that he had 
collapsed, 

A physician was summoned and announced 
that McPhail had been stricken with apoplexy. 


W. E. Fuller, the contracting agent of the 
show, happened to be in Pittsburg at the time, 
and was soon located by the attaches of the 
theatre. He responded promptly, wired Mr. W. 
H. Gardner at Cincinnati, and had MePhail 
removed to the Alleghany General Hospital. 
Mr. W. H. Gardner, who was then in good 


health, wired Mr. Fuller to do everything possi- 
ble for the unfortunate man and to spare no 
expense in the matter. Mr. Fuller at once 
secured a consultation of the best specialists 
and the services of two trained nurses. He also 
wired McPhail’s relatives and friends, and in 
fact did everything possible for the relief of 
the stricken man. 

McPhail’s sight was finally restored, and 
during the winter of 1906-07 he was engaged as 
agent of The Royal Chef. He had been re- 
engaged for the same position for the coming 
season’s tour, when he again became ill and 


found it necessary to enter a hospital in Chicago 
a few weeks ago. 

He was pronounced to be progressing, when 
a relapse came and his death was the result. 


AN ALLEGED SWINDLE.

On opening the first case I found 
an old piece of rusty casting of no value what- 
ever. The other box contained an old jug and 
a and kindling—a plain out and out 
swindle. 


I put the postal authorities after him at 
once, and notified the telegraph and express 
company that I would hold them responsible for 
allowing a game of this kind when they were 
acting for me. 

Please do what 
you can. He is a bad one and should be caught.

A stage upon a stage is no longer a novelty 
in melodramatic productions, but a scene in 
which the audience is made to feel that {+ is 
seated in a town hall and witnessing action 
which is necessary to bring out an unusual 
story is the ‘“‘something new'’ which has been 
so persistently sought after, Not only do the 
audience become supes but the actors are located 
in the audience, and when a spiritualistic me- 
dium is asked to name the murderer of a man 
who bad been prominent in the community, the 
guilty wife rushes on the stage and falls at 
the feet of the medium. Shadowed by Three is 
a dramatization of a novel by the same name 
and is the work of Lem Parker, The first act 
is worthy of any of the writers of pastoral 
dramas. The other three acts introduce vaude- 
ville, melodrama and wonderful scenic effects. 
The company is a very large and a very ca- 
pable one. George W. Kerr has three different 
roles and concealing the fact would be almost 
out of the question. No attempt is made to do so 
the programing admitting that he performs this 
feat. The show opened at the Park Theatre 
in Indianapolis, Aug. 1, and did a wonderful bus- 
iness In spite of the hot weather. A man who 
had a seat up front came in late and found a 
negro and bis girl on the right of him and an- 
other negro at the left.

The reports of the disappointed ones must have 
had some effect, for from Tuesday on the bus- 
iness was quite satisfactory. 


Florence, Colorado, amounted to about the 
same thing as La Junta, in the way of the 
public being disappointed in the search for 
vulgarity, but Messrs. Myers and Logwood, as 
well as Mr. Parker, were well satisfied with 
the ultimate results (not from a financial stand- 
point, but satisfied that the good people of 
Florence will know and recognize a clean car- 
nival company when next they meet one). 

From Florence the Parker Amusement Com- 
pany went to Colorado Springs, and there en- 
joyed a week of phenomenal success. The 
show world knows that Colorado Springs is the 
summer resort of the wealthy and critical 
class, so we will not spend any time or space 
in patting ourselves on the back by — 
the kind words said by the Colorado prings 
newspapers. It is sufficient to state that the 
Colorado Springs committee assured Mr. Parker 
that any one of his companies would be cor- 
dially welcomed next year. 

The most noticeable fact in connection with 
showing in Colorado is that on the opening night 
there is a disposition on the part of the public 
to view things from a long distance range. 
If you have the goods to deliver, Tuesday will 
prove somewhat better than Monday; Wednes- 
day somewhat better than Tuesday, and the 
balance of the week O. K. 

The C. W. Parker Amusement Company, ably 
managed by Messrs. Cramer & Tyler, has had a 
wonderfully successful season, having broken 
all past records in their invasion of Canadian 
territory, and evidently having no intention of 
letting their record fall behind on their way 
home. 

The Great Parker Amusement Company, man- 
aged by the King Bee of them all, C. T. Ken- 


nedy, has also invaded a new territory (New

When the Cole Brothers’ Show 
spent Sunday and Monday last in Mt. Clemens, 
Mich., the birthday of James Downs, only son 
of Martin J. Downs, the owner of Cole Broth- 
ers’ Show, was celebrated. He was the re- 
cipient of many handsome and valuable presents 
including a two-carat diamond ring from his 
mother, but the most valued and highly appre- 
ciated token came from his father, Martin J.

101 RANCH AT CONEY. 


The Miller Brothers’ 101 Ranch Wild West 
Show opened for a season of five weeks at Brigh- 
ton Beach Park, Coney Island, New York, July 
27, to the biggest business played in the large 
arena at that resort since its opening. 

This Wild West Show is entirely distinct 
from the 101 Ranch Wild West Show now play- 
ing at the Jamestown Exposition. When Mr. 
Joe Miller, president of the famous 101 Ranch, 
at Bliss, Okla., came east at the opening of 
the Jamestown Exposition, he found that there 
was a demand at Coney Island for a genuine 
Wild West Show devoid of circus features. As 


there was no arena at Coney Island large 
enough to hold a show such as he contem- 
plated, 


he made a contract with the Brighton 
Beach people to open in the arena which had 
been constructed for the Boer War Exhibition. 


At the 101 Ranch he had left a lot of cow- 
punchers and Indians, who were quite as anx- 
what they could do in the cowpunching line as 
the boys who had gone to Jamestown. He tele- 
graphed his brother, Mr. George Miller, at the 
ranch to pick up enough cowpunchers, trick and 
ious to spend their summer holiday showing 
rough riders, ropers, and Indians to form a 
company that could truly illustrate the work, 
pastimes, and the life of ranch, range, and the 
Indian reservations. 

It took nine days to organize and send to New 
York the company now depicting in the most 
genuine way the wild west of today. 

There are fifteen acts on the program, every 
one of which is real wild west. In the in- 
troduction are three hundred Indians and cow- 


boys. All of them from the 101 Ranch at Bliss, 
Okla,, the largest single holding of land in the 
world. The Indians comprise Sioux, 


Cheyenne, 
Ponea, Arapahoe and Apaches. 

There is a realistic stage coach hold-up, in 
which one of the cowboy rescuers is killed and 
his horse wounded. The pony taking part in 
this act is such a good actor that as he limps 
out of the arena the audience gives vent to ex- 
clamations of pity, thinking that he has been 
really badly wounded. 

There follows a real Indian war dance in 
which are depicted the Ghost, Snake and Green 
Corn dances, and the Indians give a most real- 
istic buffalo chase using twenty-one genuine 
American bison. The herd owned by the Miller 
Brothers is now the largest in the world. 

The cowboy sports and rough riding keep the 
audiences to the highest pitch of excitement 
with such reckless riding, roping and steer 
throwing as was never seen in a wild west show 
before. 

The carture of a horse thief by the cowboys 
is a piece of dare-devilwork in which a cowboy 
is lassoed and jerked from the back of a pony 
while going at full speed, and dragged across 
the arena now on his back, now on his face, 
tolling over and over, with the cewboys gallop- 


ing around him. There is not a minute during 
the act in which his life is not in danger. 

The bronco busting turns are the real thing. 
some of the broncos being the wickedest on the 
101 Ranch. 

One of the most exciting feats in the show 
is that of Lon Seely, a cowpuncher from the 101 
Ranch, who leaps from the back of his horse 
while going at full speed, to the back of a 
steer also running, and, grappling with him, 
and using nothing but his bare hands, throws 
him to the ground. 

The show goes with a tremendous snap and 
noise, and is the most exciting thing New York 
has seen in years. 

One of the hits of the show is the Indian 
Village and Cowpunchers Camp behind the arena, 
which is crowded day and night. In it is the 
only trained buffalo in the world. handled by 
Professor D. Boyington, who is well known in 
show circles as ‘‘Uncle Dan.”’ 

The officers of the show are Joe Miller, presi- 
dent; A, E. Hague, secretary, and 0. J. Cath- 
cart, treasurer; Sam C. Haller, general agent, 
and Grant Richardson, press agent. 

W. H. Kennedy is the arenic director.

Dear Sir:—Harry Ambrose, a good side show 
talker and the best concert announcer I ever 
heard, joined the O’Brien Show in the early 
eighties, after we had been out four weeks with- 
out a pay day. Our performance was bad and 
concert worse—in fact the worst ever. 

I shall never forget Ambrose’s first announce- 
ment. He stepped into the ring, and after se- 
curing the undivided attention of the audience, 
proceeded to unfold a picture so alluring that it 
was irresistible. It was a masterpiece of word 
painting, a superb oratorical triumph. He gave 
his imagination full rein and was piling up 
promise upon promise in an effort to excel him- 
self, when Mrs. O’Brien, frightened and wring- 
ing her hands, came running toward me. 
‘‘Thompson!’’ she cried, ‘‘for God's sake get 
in there and stop him or he will have us all 
killed.’’ 

In your issue of July 27, the article headed, 
“Thompson May Manage,’’ recalls the above. 
can’t imagine where the writer picked up his 
information, but he certainly is entitled to an- 
other pick, If all the shows are bidding for my 
services they have undoubtedly pooled the bids 
and are holding them in trust. A similar arti- 
cle, excepting that it had some foundation, in 
fact, appeared in The Billboard a few years 
ago.

Mr. Charles D. Waldron, of the Squaw-Man 
Co., and his bride, were also passengers on the 
same steamer, as were Mr. Rapley Holmes, Mr. 
Kirkland, Mr. Campbell and Mr. Danforth, and 
one and all carry with them the kind wishes of 
all that they have come in contact with here. 

Mr. Waldron has shown his high appreciation 
of the ladies of Australia and what he thinks 
of them by taking back to his native land one 
of the fair daughters of Sydney, he having been 
married in this city some few months ago, and 
readers of The Billboard have been given a full 
and complete account of the double wedding 


of Americans at the time it occurred. Prof. 
David, of the University of California, also 
joins the steamer at Fiji. 


Your representative was down to the steamer 
and had the great pleasure of a chat with 
Mrs. Holt, and also with Mr. Waldron and Mr. 
Holmes. J. P. Duckworth alse sails by this 
steamer, with his Australian wife, and with 
his departure the last of the Oceanic Steam- 
ship Company in this port has departed, and 
what for years proved a struggle to the owners 
of this line has been finally settled by the U. 
S. Senate, and we Americans are once again 
forced to see the American mails carried under 
the flag of Great Britain, after its having been 
carried for nearly forty years under the Amer- 
jean flag.

We are to have a four weekly line to San 
Francisco, but the steamers are te be under the 
English flag, a flag that is just as good, no 
doubt, as the American, and one that life and 
limb are just as safe and secure under as the 
American, but it is humiliating to all the 
Americans in this far-off land, that have gone 
out into the world and who make their country 
and its productions known. 

I regret to have to announce the death in this 
city, yesterday, the 7th inst., of ex-Consul 
George Washington Bell, in his sixty-ninth year, 
one of the most silvery-tongued lecturers that 
it has ever been the writer’s pleasure to listen 
to. Only last week he delivered one of the 
most powerful lectures that he has ever given 
in St. James Hall, in this city. Col. Bell was 
a Virginian, and had the happy knack of mak- 
ing and holding bis friends, and was for seven 
years the United States Consul at this port. 
He married his second wife in this city, and on 
his retirement he paid a visit to England and 
Japan, and came back with a fund of useful 
matter that he turned to good account in the 
lecture field. His voice was loud, clear and 
penetrating, and he had a most wonderful 
command over the English language and could 
go to the very depths of pathos or to the 
heights of flowery adulation; he could be as 
blend as possible or as sarcastic and cutting 
as the biggest stump orator could wish to be. 
He is to be buried at the Gore Hill Cemetery, 
on Tuesday, and as he leaves children in the 
United States, I have said more about him 
than I would have otherwise, as I hope these 
lines may reach their eyes. He was a good 
friend of the writer's, and as we both had 
been before the public on the leciure platform, 
we often exchanged mutual confidences. May 
God rest his soul in peace.

ANDERSON HAS A BIG SUCCESS

the States, and vice versa. The days here are 
now the shortest, and the weather is the coolest. 
It is mid-winter, and the thermometer in my 
room now stands at 5S degrees F., and all are 
pinched up with the cold, but it makes me 
laugh to see the way they sit over the fire and 
make a fuss over the cold weather. I tell them 
that they want a few days like we get it in 
good old New England, when the thermometer 
monkeys about 35 or 40 degrees below zero; 
then they could call it cold, but as we do not 
get a frost in this city in winter, the cold curs 
no ice. 

At the Lyceum Theatre Hall, as it is now 
termed, the great West-Brescian Show has held 
forth for some time to packed and jammed 
houses, and the business that they have done 
has broken all records.

Sherick has given us Mme. Carayno, the Pian- 
ist; so you see we get the cream of all that 
the old world can spare for a short season, and 
now we have, at the time of writing, Mr. Leslie 
Harris, the great London raconteur, and his 
great pictures of Living Paris and a host of 
very fine comic films. The one great wonder to 
me is the way that the Sydney audiences re- 
ject all films that will be of an educational 
value to them, in favor of the everlasting 
chase films that almost border on the indecent. 
As Australia is so far from the large centers of 
the old world and the United States, you would 
think that the majority would like to see and 
learn all in their power about all that was 
doing and the manners and customs of lands 
so far away, but when a film of this kind Is 
put on, often you can hear such calls as ‘**Take 
it off.’ and yet, as a class, the Australians 
are well educated. Of course there are excep- 
tions to all rules, and the native of this coun- 
try is no worse than any other, I presume.

HARRY CLAY’S STANDARD THEATRE 


This well constructed little theatre is filled 
at each performance to capacity and all patrons 
seem well satisfied with the bill of fare. Mr. 
Clay employs mostly local or native talent and 
sets a good example for some others to follow. 


AT THE NATIONAL THEATRE 


This place has the largest seating capacity of 
any theatre in this city, and the house is nightly 
packed with people who like a good, clean show 
at medium prices, and they certainly get a good 
show here. I have only attended the theatre 
twice since it was opened, but it is my own 
fault, as they have always made me welcome 
whenever I have called. 

THE OXFORD THEATRE 

This was once called the Atheneum, but when 
Mr. Morton, the former proprietor, sold out his 
interest, the name was changed, and the show 
added to largely, and instead of its being an all 
picture show, it combines vaudeville with the 
pictures, and is doing a nice, clean little busi- 
ness. 

Hale’s Touring Car runs merrily over the 
various scenes and parts of the world and does 
a nice steady business, and it would not be a 
bad idea if makers of films were to send to the 
Australian Amusement Co. a list of all new 
subjects that are of a nature suitable for this 
class of entertainment. 


LINGARD’S THRIPALODEON 


This is a combination penny vaudeville with 
all kinds of slot machines, as well as a moving 
picture show, and he told me that he was think- 
ing of adding a continuous performance in the 
cozy little theatre at the back. And, while I 
think of it, there are now three penny-in-the- 
slot shows running where there were none four 
weeks ago, and it looks as if the town would 
be filled up with them in a very short time. If 
any one in this city starts a good thing, there 
are at once a host of imitators that spring up 
like mushrooms. 

We are to have a real ice skating rink opened 
here on the 27th inst., and if it catches on like 
it has in Melbourne and in Adelaide, then that 
will be another feather in Sydney’s amusement 
cap. 

There are many things more in the amuse- 
ment line that I have had to let pass py when 
I should not do so, but I can not le. the readers 
of “Old Billy Boy’’ g> until I Lave made mention 
of the American Picturescope Con.pany's show, 
a little way above the Lyceum arm] near the 
Criterion Theatre. This is a cozy little hall, 
just built for the giving of picture shows, and 
has done a fine business since it opened, a short 
time ago. I paid a visit to this theatre a few 
nights back and was agreeably surnrised at the 
clean-cut show that they give and the orderly 
manner in which the show was worked. They 
have one of the very best machines on the mar- 
ket. It is a Gaumont, and when you have said 
that you have said a lot, as 1 find that nearly 
every one in the moving picture business uses the 
Gaumont Professional in their work. 


WIRTH’S CIRCUS AND MENAGERIE 


Messrs. Wirth Brothers are the top-liners in 
the circus business in this part of the world, 
and as I had a letter from Mr. George Wirth 
the other day, telling of the phenomenal busi- 
ness that they have been doing, I must not let 
them pass without saying a few lines for the 
boys, and compliment them on thelr marvelous 
growth in the past two or three years. They 
give a show that would be a credit in any part 
of the world, but, of course, not on the gigan- 
tic scale of the Barnum and Bailey order, as 
there is not the population to warrant it; but, 
on the other hand, it is marvelous what a money 
spending crowd the Australians are, and when 
it comes to the circus, well, the American negro 
is not in it, and they did say, when I used 
to travel in the southern states, that a nigger 
would pawn his cook stove to get a seat at the 
circus, or sell the old woman to get In. Well, 
the Australian is just as eager to see the saw- 
dust and spangles as his American friends are. 
One thing, there are no street parades here, 
as there are in the United States, as the grand 
moguls in power will not stand for It. 

Messrs. Wirth Brothers are building a large 
permanent hippodrome in Melbourne, and are 
going to do the same in Sydney. Mr. George 
Wirth is also building a fine residence for him- 
self in the ‘*Toff’’ part of Sydney. He will 
be in Sydney in a few days, to look after the 
work as well as to keep his weather eye on the 
building of the hippodrome in the southern city 
mentioned.

MELBOURNE, AUSTRALIA. 


Luxuriance, comfort and complete equipments 
of an up-to-date theatre do not more than ex- 
press the merits of the magnificent and elegant- 
ly appointed place of amusement—the new 
Bijou— and a brief description may not be out 
of place. Approaching from the main street 
by a handsome marble stairway, one is landed 
in the foyer about 80 feet long, the walls of 
which on either side are covered with immense 
mirrors running the whole length, fauteuils, 
chairs and rich ¢ harmonizing with the 
exquisite beauty of the decorations, which are 
delicate pink blue and chocolate, richly picked 
out with gold. 

In the auditorium the scheme of color is 
light peacock blue, cream, and pearl gray, re- 
lieved by salmon pink and gold; the dome to 
ceiling is panelled and contains portraits of 
the world’s notable actors. The gilt proscenium, 
the opening of which is 30 feet high by 35 feet 
wide, is surmounted by pictures of Minerva. 
The drop curtain is of dark blue plush heavily 
fringed with hand-worked silk, and a design of 
St. George and the Dragon in the center. 

The seating capacity is as follows: Dress Cir- 
cle, 220; Stalls, 600; Family Circle, 300, and 
Gallery, 700. the auditorium Is lighted by both 
gas and electricity. “The gas system is claimed 
to be unique in the history of theatre lighting 
as far as Australia is concerned, and marks a 
new and distinct era in the epoch of gas i} 
lumination. 

The stage is 60 feet wide by 45 feet deep, 
electrically lighted and fully equipped with all 
the latest and most modern appliances, including 
fire proof curtain, which can be quickly and 
easily lowered, entirely shutting off the audi- 
torium from the stage. 

The dressing rooms are elaborately furnished 
and well ventilated, every convenience being 
provided. The proprietor, J. A. Wilson, has 
spared no expense in making the theatre one of 
if not the handsomest in Australia, and he is 
prepared to share or rent with recognized at 
tractions. 


PERMANENT CIRCUS BUILDING FOR MEL- 
BOURNE. 


The Wirth Brothers have completed arrange- 
ments for the establishment of permanent head- 
quarters in Melbourne, and have secured a 
lease of central property, and intend to cater 
to the public on a most extensive scale. Con- 
tracts for the transformation of the site have 
been let, Three large structures of imposing 
appearance are to be erected with the general 
exterior plan conforming with the scheme of 
beautification undertaken by the City Council in 
the neighborhood. The first of the three will 
be a menagerie, 120 feet by 110 feet, with a 
tower house surmounting the entrance; a re- 
freshment hall balcony, suitable for band con- 
certs, and a menagerie house, well ventilated 
and transformed by the introduction of tropical 
foliage into a veritable jungle. The second 
building will be the stables, where over one 
hundred ponies will be stalled in up-to-date, 
clean surroundings. 

The third building will be the main hall, its 
dimensions being 180 feet by 130 feet. This 
will be fitted up with seats in amphitheatre 
formation at the ends, and elevated chair plat- 
forms, backed up with tlers of boxes at the 
sides. This building is being constructed to 
accommodate any form of entertainment, 
whether a circus, concert, theatrical perform- 
ance or a ball, fete or bazaar. It is the in- 
tention of the proprietors, however, to open 
with a circus and hippodrome, so that the 
stage and floor will not at first be brought into 
requisition. Instead, a large arena will be 
provided, where Olympic games will be played 
while a ring will permit of the usual circus 
performance being given in surroundings not 
usually associated with this form of entertain- 
ment. A fully equipped stage Is to be erected, 
and here pantomimes will be staged as part of 
the performance. The seating capacity of this 
building will be 4.000 when in use as a circus, 
but far greater when the arena is covered over 
with a floor and this space also utilized. The 
site Is a central one and admirably sulted te 
such a venture, while Wirtk Brothers have had 
just the kind of experience that makes for suc- 
cessful management. The opening of the new 
buildings will take place in the first week Ip 
September. 


Hler Majesty’s Theatre.—J. C. Willlamson.— 
Charles Waldron and Ola Jane Humphreys fin- 


ished their highly successful Australian tour

PITTSBURG, PA. 


Coney Island park, or Cool Coney, on the 
O-bi-o, as it is becoming better known, gives 
promise of becoming the best and most popular 
place of amusement in Western Pennsylvania. 
There is every indication that before the end of 
the season this mew park will have so endeared 
itself to the hearts of the people of this sec- 
tion that it will be the one where the people 
will go for rest and recreation. 

There are not so many attractions, and will 
not be this,summer. But what there are are 
of the best, and the treatment accorded is 80 
good that people who go once get the Coney 
habit very quickly, and are often to be seen on 
the boardwalk. 

By the way, that boardwalk is one of the real 
features of the new park. Designed by Stephen 
Crate, the well known park architect of New 
York , it reminds one somewhat of the St. 
Louis exposition. The walk is thirty feet wide, 
and over 1,200 feet long, being rectangular in 
shape. Within the rectangle are the band stand, 
set in the midst ef a beautiful sunken garden, 
and the chutes lagoon. All around the board- 
walk, except on the river end, are the shows, 
concessions, games and attractions. Commencing 
at the street car entrance, there is tne pony 
track, with about a dozen good ponies, a donkey 
and a goat; then comes the merry-go-round, fol- 
lowed by a couple of games; the figure eight is 
next, and then the restaurant. From this point 
to the dance hall, a distance of about three hun- 
dred feet, is a row of concessions, ending, next 
the pavilion, with a handsome soda fountain. 
The dance hall is an immense one, the floor 
being credited as the best in Western Pennsyl- 
Vania, and here nightly dances are a big fea- 
ture, 

Over on the other side of the big boardwalk 
we find the ocean wave, the fun factory, the 
automatic shooting gallery, Sir General, the 
pony with a college education; Hale's tours, 
Cann’s marionettes, and Keno, Walsh and Mel- 
rose, the well-known acrobats. Interspersed are 
* number of games and other concessions, tin- 
cluding a fine bowling alley. In the center are 
the chutes, which attract thousands, and every- 
thing Is running smoothly, with all the conces- 
sionaires making a little money. 

The park is not finished and does not pretend 
to be. There is still to be constructed a fine 
bathing beach on the river front, which is des- 
tined to be the greatest attraction of the en- 
tire park. This will be the only bathing beach 
within the reach of the messes of Western Penn- 
<vIvenia, and, te use a vulgar term, they will 
just “eat it up.’’ This will be finished within 
' Week or two. together with a large number of 
bath houses, fitted up with every convenience, 
such as shower baths, etc. 

The Coney Island Amusement Co., of which 
Robert Hawk ts president and general manager, 
is the owner of the park. By the way, that 
reminds me that I haven't sald a word about 
the Joys and pleasures of a ride down the beautl- 


ful Ohio River from Smoky Pittsburg to the new 
Coney Island. That is a feature which is sec- 


ond to none. A ten mile ride on a hot summer 
day or evening is a pleasnre which is not to 
be despised, and there are thousands who take 
advantage of it. The steamboat end of the busi- 
hess is under the direct taanagement of Capt. 
John F. Klein, one of Pittsburg’s ablest and 
best known rivermen, and a member of Com- 
mon Council from the First ward. Coney Island, 
with its boats and bathing beach, in addition to 
its natural beauty and other attractions, is des- 
tined to become the favorite spot in Alleghany 
County for rest and recreation. 


DREAM CITY PARK. 


Dream City Park just outside of Pittsburg 
is the most popular pleasure resort of the Smoky 
City this season. Located just east of Wilkins- 
burgh on Monitor Road in one of the most 
beautiful spots im Alleghany County the big 
park is easy of access from Pittsburg, Wilkins- 
burgh, and many other surrounding towns and is 
the mecca of those who wish to combine pic- 
nics and up-to-date amusements. Seventy-uve 
thousand dollars was spent in securing new at- 
tractions and making various other improve- 
ments this season and patrons are enjoying the 
results achieved. 

The park was opened last year with a goodly 
number of first-class attractions and enjoyed 
a fair patronage. This year, however, the mapn- 
agement, by spending money lavishly, made a 
bid for the crowds and it has been successful. 
Thirty acres of a handsome picnic ground was 
added, making the park almost twice its origi- 
nal acreage. A big boating lake was built by 
damming up the hollow at the lower end of 
the grounds, which is skirted by a miniature 
railway. A new lagoon was constructed in the 
centre of the park for the new chutes which give 
a ride of 250 feet. Many new buildings were 
erected and the entire park was beautified by 
landscape gardens. One of the new buildings 
is a circular structure, 375 feet in circumference 
and 50 feet high, which houses The City of 
Jerusalem, a massive cyclorama.

William H. Oes- 
terle, of New York, has just put in operation a 
novel riding device, Cupid's Coaster, one of the 
newest attractions in the park, which has done 
excellent business from the start. A _ roller 
skating rink is another of the new attractions 
this year, which is deing a record business. 

Among the other attractions that are popular 
are the Theatorium, presenting vaudeville from 
the Royer and Balsdon Circuit; Hale’s Tours, 
Cannon Coaster, Circle Swing, new this year; 
Third Degree, Human Laundry, bowling al- 
leys, and others. The Pittsburg Railways Co. 
constructed a double track to the park and solved 
the transportation problem that vexed the man- 
agement last season. The park is under the 
Management of Stanley C. Vickers, whose ab- 
ility and vigor pulled the pleasure grounds 
through a very backward season last year. The 
greater Dream City bas a very bright future. 
The United States Band, of Philadelphia, under 
A. DeLucea, is at the park for the season. 


KENNEYWOOD PARK. 

Kennywood Park, Pittsburg’s most picturesque 
summer resort, is doing a record breaking busi- 
ness this season Kemp Sisters’ Wild West is 
the feature in the arena and is now in the 
second month of a brilliantly successful en- 
gagement This company is putting on a dil- 
versified program of historic scenes of the west, 
concludiag with the Great Western Train Hold- 
up. The production is the most pretentious 
spectacle seen in this vicinity in a long time. 
The show has grown steadily in popularity and 
the indications are that it will run throughout 
the summer. In the park proper there is a cow- 
boy vaudeville entertainment given under a tent 
and it is playing to packed business. Aside 
from these features there are many other amuse- 
ments that appeal to those who seek the cooling 
shades and sylvan retreats of this romantic 


spot. 
“ LUNA PARK. 


Of all the summer resorts in and about the 
Smoky City, there is an air of distinction about 
Luna Park that is all its own. This is largely 
responsible to the management of E. E. Gregg, 
who has had charge of the city’s biggest and 
eld reliable resort since the first of the year. 
By a careful selection of assistants and con- 
stant insistence upon a high and ideal standard 
in every department of the park, Luna has come 
to be looked upon as one of the city’s perma- 
nent institutions, and judging from the hundreds 
of automobiles that run over from the nearby 
Grant Bouvelard nightly, a visit to Luna has 
become a fashionable pastime.

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LATE PHILADELPHIA ITEMS 


ANOTHER NEW THEATRE. 


It is said that Oscar Hammerstein, not sat- 
isfied with conducting the Manhattan Opera 
.House in New York, is arranging to build an- 
other opera house in Philadelphia, and that 
plans for the building of this new theatre are 
now in preparation by Amos W. Barnes, archi- 
tect and engineer. 

While the architect and other parties interest- 
ed, refuse te give any information about the 
proposed theatre, it is said that the site is 
centrally located, that it will have a very large 
seating cap2city and that it will be devoted to 
vaudeville in summer, but that Mr. Hammerstein 
will be its principal lessee during the winter. 

Mr. Hammerstein is said to have been looking 
for a suitable site for a theatre here for the 
past two years, and has had negotiations under 
way several times for the purchase of suitable 
sites. He recently visited Philadelphia and in- 
spected several proposed sites, in company with 
Mr. Barnes and other local theatrical men. On 
the occasion of this visit he admitted that he 
was looking for a site where his opera com- 
pany could play, but did not say whether he had 
found one. It is now understood that a loca- 
tion has been selected, and that the project 
will be carried out. 


LIGHTNING PLAYS HAVOC AT THE WHITE 


CITY. 
During the violent electrical storm which 
visited Philadelphia last Saturday morning, 


lightning struck the cupola of the scenic rail- 
way building at the White City at Chestnut Hill, 
and set fire to the structure, destroying part 
of it and entailing a loss of about $8,000. 

The loss will exceed this, however, as the 
railway, whose receipts run about $200 per day, 
will have to remain idle during repairs. It is 
hoped to have the railway ready for operation 
by Labor Day. Fire started at a high altitude 
and burned fiercely despite the heavy downpour 
of rain, presenting a thrilling spectacle. 

The lightning played havoc with the telephone 
wires in the park, and thus the fire gained a 
headway that could not be overcome. 

The flames were discovered by Jesse Garner, 
a night watchman, who saw them shooting from 
the top of the cupola. The cupola was quickly 
consumed and the flames ate their way over the 
roof of the cupola, before communication was 
established with Fire Company No. 37, in High- 
land avenue, Chestnut Hill, more than two miles 
away. When the firemen reached the scene, 
the scenic railway building was almost destroyed 
and it seemed likely that the flames would de- 
stroy the railway itself, but the latter was 
saved by cutting away the trestle between the 


tunnel and the railway. The roofs of several 
buildings caught fire, but the flames were ex- 
tinguished. The firemen say that if the night 


had been a dry one instead of heavy rain, the 
entire park buildings would likely have been 
destroyed. 

MAMMOTH NEW AMUSEMENT PARK. 


There are thousands of parks and theatres 
throughout the United States that are really 
tangible, and that are patronized by millions of 
pleasure seekers. Then again, there are thou- 
sands of parks and theatres that exist only on 
paper, or in the sanguine imagination of some 
promoter. In every city in the United States 
there are periodical revivals of new theatres 
that are going to be built, new parks that are 
just about to be installed, so that the unbiased 
observer of .passing events does not now get 
excited when he hears these rumors, and, Tike 
the man from Folk’s State, he wants to be 
shown; so, when I heard some time ago, mys- 
terious, elusive, flitting rumors of a new amuse- 
ment enterprise for the Quaker City, I waited 
for confirmation, but the rumors kept growing 
more persistent and insistent until they assumed 
tangible shape in the direct statement that a 


park of monster magnitude was projected for 
Petty’s Island in the Delaware’ River, that 
Blackstaff & Co., the well-known brokers of 


1332 Walnut Street, were financing the scheme 
and that the president of the new amusement 
company was Colonel W. H. Donovan, I then 
called at the office of Blackstaff & Co., where 
I met Colonel Donovan, a handsome, portly and 
urbane gentleman, who assured me that ‘he park 
was a ‘“‘go,"’ and immediately proceeded to show 
me the prospectus of the Island City Company, 
which contains a full description of the pro- 
posed park, together with a large picture of 
Island City, as it will appear after spending 
$2,500,000 in improving it. 

Petty’s Island is well-known to the average 
Philadeiphian, being located up the Delaware 
River, about a 20-minute boat ride from Market 
Street Ferry, and five minutes from Shacka- 
maxon street. It contains 344 acres, all of 
which will be utilized for the proposed park. 


Colonel Donovan says there will be ample 
room for the numerous and various buildings 
which are contemplated, and that the part of 
the island not utilized this way will, under the 
magic wand of the landscape gardener, be trans- 
formed into a marvelous paradise with drives, 
canals, lawns, walks, wooded islands and other 
charming features. Lagoons will be built and 
boats provided, making this one of the principal

None of the amusement privileges will be 
rented. All will be owned by the controlling 
company, thus giving the company entire con- 
trol of everything on the island -e that they 
can guarantee that no objectic: ble immoral 
features of any kind will be preeeuied. 

Music, of course, will be a feature, and the 
best orchestras and bands in America will be 
engaged. The company will, also, own and 
operate its own ferry and passenger boats, which 
will number about thirty in all. 

The company is incorporated under the laws 
of the State of Delaware, and its capital stock 
is 5,000,000, half of which is preferred seven 
per cent. cumulative stock, and the balance 
common stock. The island is in the State of 
New Jersey.

In the season of 1992, he was again with the 
Ringling Brothers, and after the close of the 
season he signed for the Sullivan and Considine 
houses, filling 30 weeks: after closing on this cir- 
enit he was engaged in the Clark Street Museum 
where he filled 72 solid weeks, leaving there the 
first of April this vear. and then going with 
Campbell Brothers. His last performance was at 
Butte, Mont., July 3. 

His wife, Inez Vernelo, professionally known 
as Madame Inez. and his daughter, Delight Ver- 
nelo, age five years, survive him. as well as his 
father, mother, two brothers and a sister.

HE middle of August finds the greatest 
activity prevailing in theatrical cir- 
cles in the Quaker City. In another 
month the great majority of Phila- 
delphia’s thirty-odd theatres will be 

running. 

The Forrest Theatre on Broad street is near- 
ing completion and work is progressing rapidly 
on the Adelphi Theatre, adjoining the Lyric, on 
Broad street near Cherry. The announcement 
has been made that it will be ready to open in 
September. The Shuberts control the Lyric 
and will also do the booking for the Adelphi. 

It is hard to say when the Chestnut Street 
Theatre, which is under the management of 
Percy Williams, will open, but the extensive 
improvements and alterations are progressing 
rapidly under the direction of Grant Lafferty, 
who has recently been appointed local manager, 
and it is not expected that the opening will be 
long delayed.
